CAMP SHERMAN NOTES

Camp Sherman, ChllHcothe, Ohio, 


March 21.'—The thousands of selects 
who are expected to arrive here dur- 
ing the five days beginning Qood Fri- 
day can have every expectation of 
making greater progress in their 
training than did the first 5000 Ohio 
and western Pennsylvania draftees to 
be sent to the cantonment. Not only 
will they be greater fitted for their 
task of learning to strafe the kaiser, 
but preparations greater than those 
for 
their 
predecessors, 
are being 


made for them. They • will 
receive 


more intensive training than the men 
who came to camp last September. 


Of the 17,000 selects left in the di- 


vision practically every one is regard- 
ed a,s an "indespensable." Each one 
of these men have had some special 
training in civil life, or has shown 
such proficiency since coming here 
that his officers regard him as indis- 
pensable. These men form 
the 
nu- 


cleus of the division, and it is around 
them that the division will be formed 
when the new draftees arrive. Prac- 
tically every company and battery in 
camp will have enough new men to 
make it appear strange to the older 
men. 


With the presence'of the best dis- 


ciplined and the best trained men, 
officers look forward to the new se- 
lects being able to absorb their mil- 
itary training with greater rapidity 
than did the totally green draftees 
who reported last September. 


Despite the influx of so many men 


without previous military experience, 
officers anticipate that the general 
efficiency of the division will be nor- 
mal within a few weeks after the men 
arrive, so that the newcomers cannot 
be told froia veterans. 


Instructions have been issued 
to 


organization 
commanders here 
to 


grant passes to members of the Jew- 
iih faith for Passover, commenting 
on the evening of March 27, if the 
same does not interfere with the pub- 
lic service.

"We are at the decisive moment 


of the war." Emperor William de- 
clares in a telegram given out today. 
His declaration follows many others 
of a similar nature from the emoei'- 
or and his generals.

ances seemingly of a concerted na- 
ture have led to the 'belief that a 
German offensive on the French-Bel- 
gian front was imminent or at least 
have made it- apparent that -the Ger- 
man leaders had strong reasons for 
desiring such a belief to prevail. 


The 
frontal 
artillery 
attack 


stretches about from the river Snar- 
pe, in the vicinity of Arras, to Ven- 
deuil. south of St. Quentin. 
All of 


this line is held by the British whose 
war office today reported the open- 
ing of the bombardment. Nearly all 
of the ground has been fought over 
in the engagements of the past two 
years, the areas of the Somme, Arras 
and Cambrai billies being included 
within the limits of the front attack.

tion at the present stage of the war. 
Such advice is vehemently opposed 
by the radical military branch of 
the army—Jhe crowd thai thinks Jhe 
world was made for military service.

Desertion should be pun- 


ished, but noJ by death. 
It is 
a 


question whether any crime should 
demand the death penalty. Desertion 
certainly should not. except on very 
crave occasions. 
When tJje writer 


was a judge advocate in the army, 
the court-martial with which he was 
acting condemned a boy to be shot 
for desertion. We tried hard to pre- 
vent it, but couldn't 
A w**ck or 


two afterward we were 
appointed 


provost mat-sbal and took control of 
Jhe jai! where the boy deserter was 
confined. A few days later, on going 
to the office, we were told 
there 


was a jail delivery that night, and 
on prompt inquiry, found it to lie so, 
but we insisted right off that we 
hadn't a thing to do with the boy's 
escape. 
We immediately entered 


upon boisterous attempts to recapture 
him, 
but without avail. 
We have 


often wondered what became of that 
boy. He may be a judge, a preacher, 
a professor or even an editor now. 
We would like to know. 


CHEISTIAN SCIENCE. 


(Youngstown Vindicator.) 


Now that a commission has been 


appointed to revise the medical laws 
of Ohio, the Christian Scientists of 
the state have had prepared, under 
the title. "Christian Science Healing 
Not Medical Practice." a brief by 
Judge Clifford P. Smith urging that 
they be guaranteed 
the 
following 


rights- (1) freedom from any statu- 
tory monopoly of all services for the 
benefit of health; (2) freedom from 
statutorj regulation that would be 
unreasonable or unnecessary; 
(3) 


entire freedom for the practice of 
the Christian religion. 
Such rights, 


the Christian 
Scientists 
maintain, 


are recognized by any just or wise 
conception 'of government. 


With regard to freedom from un- 


reasonable or unnecessary 
regula- 


tion, the following propositions aie 
submitted: 
(1) Honest efforts to prevent or 


cure disease should 
be 
regulated 


only when and to the extent that reg- 
ulation is necessary for the general 
welfare. 


(2) The general welfare does not 


require regulation for any honest 
service offered in behalf of health 
unless its practice is dangerous. 


(3) If any service for health needs 


to be regulated, the regulation pro- 
vided should correspond to its char- 
acter. 


(4) The practice of the Christian 


religion in accordance with the New 
Testament does not need to be regu- 
lated by statute, and even the best 
statue that could be designed for 
this purpose would do more harm 
than good. 


(5) The practice of Christian Sci- 


ence is the practice of pure and un- 
adulterated Christianity, as this is 
understood by Christian Scientists, 
and they constitute a considerable 
body of sincere and intelligent people- 
in many states and countries, includ- 
ing the province of Ontario and the 
state of Ohio. 
(6) Christian Scientists choose to 


depend on the practice of their re- 
ligion not only because they regard 
this as a moral and spiritual obliga- 
tion, but because they regard the 
practice thereof as safer and more 
dependable than the practice of medi- 
cine and surgery. 


(7) The Christian Science church 


now furnishes as much regulation for 
the practice of this religion as the 
public safety requires. The existence 
of this church organization and the 
safeguards it provides 
have been 


found practically sufficient for the 
general welfare. 
"It should be said," remarks Judge 


Smith in the course of his argument, 
"that Christian Science cannot be 
practiced, to any considerable extent, 
by practitioners of medicine and sur- 
gery. The practice of one is spirit- 
ual" while the practice of the other is 
material; hence they are basically 
antithetical. 
Both call for knowl- 


edge; one for the true knowledge of 
the real man, whose substance is 
Spirit, and of the divine law that is 
available through prayer; the other 
for the human knowledge of man as 
a material organism, and of such 
semblance of order, or the lack there- 
of, as can' be found in the sequence 
of material 
phenomena. 
Christian 


Scientists concede that 
the 
latter 


knowledge is relatively useful and 
important, but they also know that 
it does no} qualify any one for the 
practice of Christian 
or Christian 


Science healing. 
"It should be added that Christian 


Science If not chiefly a system for 
the cure of disease. The cure of dis- 
ease enters into its practice to the 
<^nne extent and for the same reason 
that the cure of disease entered into 
the original pradice of the Christian 
religion. 
In this and in cverv re- 


sp«-et the scope and purpose of Chris- 
tian Science are the same as 
the 
scope and purpose of original Chris- 
tianity. 
Christian Science is simply 


the restoration of the teaching and 
practice of pure and unadulterated 
ChHstianin-."

SAVING IS SHOWN 


BY BOARD'S REPORT 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Columbus, March 21.—The sixth 


annual report of the Ohio board of 
administration, cohering 
the 
fiscal 


year ended June 30, 1917, and made 
public todav, shows a total saving 
for the year of S302.176 43, or a to- 
tal saving in the six years since 1911, 
the last j ear of the board of trustees, 
of S3,006,090.30, in the operation 
of the ^arnnis institutions and de- 
partments under the board's control. 


Although the total 
expenditures 


for 1917 were $4.612,326, as against 
?3,712,026.90 in 1916, the statement 
explains that the increase is due to 
"a constantly rising market and 962 
more inmates." 


Regardless of the increase the per 


capita for operating expenditures for 
1917 was only $203.90, as against 
?217.26 for 1911, or a saving of 
$13.36. 


Discounts, for the year, the report 


says, amounted to $18.421.29, which 
was $8,281.29 more than the pres- 
ent salaries of the fiscal department, 
or 31 per cent of the total salaries 
paid to board members, officers and 
employes of the central office. 


"Further discounts 
and 
savings 


could be made." the report states, "if 
the appropriation bills were so drawn 
as to allow the board of administra- 
tion, upon application of the super- 
intendent of an institution to make 
transfers within the various classi- 
fications—supplies, materials, equip- 
ment, and contracts and open order 
service. 
Quite often, the result of 


the present plan of having to wait 


j until the board of control meets and 
passes on applications, is the loss of 
discounts and a higher market." 


The report shows that the building 


program for 1917 was the largest in 
the history of the board—$635,001.- 
75 as against ?279.817.43 for 1913. 
An increase in the revenue from man- 
ufactured and farm products is also 
shown.
